from a Calm, hardly paralld'd by any past 
Prospect^ to a fudden Gathering of Clouds • 
which, if not foon diflipated, mull burft and 
difchargc Thcmfelves fomewt^cre or other. 
^' But when *y^/^/»^^r£/? is joined to this w^af //-- 
^^ ral Cariqfityy anci it becomes a perfojial and no* 
^^ t tonal Comern to know tbc main tiaufcs and 
^' Springs oi fuch EventSj as all afe interefted in ; 
^^^ there fcems then to be a Right, ftridly fo cal- 
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^« led, toaemand and receive all the Satisfadion 
*^ the Nature of fuch Affairs can permit to be 
*' given. In a free Nation efpeciaUy, where no 
^' Refolutions can be cfifeftual without the Con- 
^' fent and Support of the Community, every 
*^ Man, who can think at all, will think it an /»- 
*^ jurious Treatment J if, at a proper Time and in 
*' a proper Manner, fome Light be not held forth to 
^^ thenty and fome fatisfacSlory Solution given of 
^* fuch Appearances^ as muft otherwife very much 
*' perplex and dillurbHim. 

I chufe^ to begin this Difcourfe in the very fame 
Words with the Author of the * Enq^uiry, about 
feven Years ago ; not only becaufc the prefent 
State 6f Afiairs in Eun^e ieems. to be as kke the 
State of Aflairs, at that Time, as two Conjunc- 
tures can poflibly refcmble each other ; but like-, 
wife for a Nullification of the prefent Enquiry^ to 
%vhich I thbk myfclf equally ihtitled, though per- 
haps not fo well inftruded a* that Writer j and 
** ^ t\xxy Briton J who, either by his Trcafurc or 
^* his Blood, by bis Vote or his latereft^ by his 
*^ Perfon or his Reprefentativc, hath in Time palt 
** borne any Part in procuring the iommon Veace^ 
*^ and eftablifliing the feveral Intercfts dl Europe ; 
*^ every fuch Member of the Britip Nation, who 
** by ihi^ Ttme flattery Himfclf with Hopes of 
^ ^tojoying the Reftilt of all his ?d/7, and ta^es^ 
^ and Bhodj in an ^rverjhl ]^e»ct^ and att extendi 
*< irf, unitHurVdOmtnerct^ hath a Right to ask 
** -*— ^-fifo^ comes thii Face of 'Things to ^e again 
« CDerclmded ?'^^'^^Jli%xi):opc once morein Agi-^ 
« tation! 

It is not improbabk that Thtfey *f in whife T)mi

which no human Wifdom could poffibly forcfcc j 
I mean the Death of the late King of Poland^ 
but whether it is really owing to that Imidentj or 
to Ibme other Caufes more remote, ihall be the 
Bulinefs of our prdcnt Elnquiry, 

When I firft took the Refolution of writing up- 
on this Subje<St, I propofed, for the Sake ot Im- 
partiality, not only to ilatc the Politicks on both 
Sides from their own Writings^ but to place their 
rclpcaivc Arguments upon every material Topick 
of Debate, for feveral Years paft, in oppofitc Co- 
lumns, and in their own Words: with no farther 
Remarks upon them than What fliould be jud ne- 
ccflary to connect them together, and make them 
generally underftood. This, no Doubt, would 
have been the moft effidual Way to obviate the 
common Complaints z^2dn& political Writers y and to 
purge myfclf from the Imputation of deligning to 
mifrepretent the Arguments on either Side^ or to 
draw falfe Condufions from thciji. But, upon 
Trial, I found the Reafoning of fome Writer s^ 
whom I am obliged to quote, fo very diffiis'd, and 
Icatter'd up and down in feveral Pares of the fani€ 
Booky or reiterated with frequent Variations in 
others J according to the diflcrent Circumftances of 
Affairs ; that I could not put my firft Deliga in 
Executiyn,- without fweUing thisTreatife to a much 
larger Bulk, than would be either proper, or a-' 
grecablc upon fuch an Occafion. I was therefore 
obliged to take a ihortcr Method, by coUcding 
their Senfc together, and reducing their Argu- 
ments, upon feveral tobts, into Propofirions, with 
marginal References to the Writers Themfelvcs* 
A» I chufe this Method for the Reader's £afe 

more 
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more than my own • fo I aflurc the Publick thaf 
wherever I find myfelf under this Neceflity of ^- 
bridging the Arguments on either Side^ I wjH do it 
with the utmoft Exadbefs and Fidelity, as ifar as I 
iKiderftand them my fclf ; and though it may be 
(oon perceived to *utihkh Side I am inclined, X fliaU 
fcom to attempt any mcai^ Triumph over the 
pther^ ortoimpofeon the World, by any wilful/ 
Mifreprefentation ; for I think it not only an un^ 
fiir, but a moll ridiculous Way of wrriting upon 
iny difputable, or difputed Subjedt, to wreft the 
Words of sn Adverfary^ or the Meafures, upon 
which they are founded^ to any Meaiiing, orCon-^ 
fequences, whith do ript naturally Vefult frpin 
them. Such Artifices as Thefc may impofe upon 
Perfons, unicquaidted with* the Point in Debate,, 
and lerve the little Purpofes of a temporary Expe-- 
dient ; but will always recoil at laft upon Thofiy 
who makeufe of them, and do moift Hurt to thai 
Catife^ which they are calculated to prornqte. 

This being premifed, as the Rule of my own 
Condud in the prefent Enquity, I Ihall now pro- 
ceed to a curfory View of the principal Tranfadi-r 
ons for feveral Years paft, and the Sentiments of 
hoth Parties upon them, as they appear in their 
Writings ; wirfi fome Obfervations on the Gourfe 
q^EventSy as the furefi Ghiides to us for difcpvcr- 
ing the true Caufes of the prefent Commotions ia 
Europe. ' - . - r . ,• . * 

' It is acknowledged, on both Sides^ that alt our. 

^ late Negotiation's and Expedients'^ td pkferve the 

J4J" publick Tranquility, were occafioned Dy the firft 

/ Treaty of Vienna and the Counter- Allyance of 

Hanover^ which fucceeded ft; for his lateMajefty 

was pleafed to aflure us from the Throne, in the 

Year 1724, that We had Peace with all Powers 

abroad ; but We had fcarcc Time to congratulatd

burleivcis on this happy Situation of Affairs; before! 
the whole Scene was again embroikd, as the £«- 
quirer moft pathetically complains b the Paflages 
before dted. The chief Point therefore in Difputc 
id: that Time was, to what Caufes fo fudden and^ 
ias It was called^ fo ufJoccountahU a Conjutj3ion was 
ireally owing. The Court-WriterSy as well as their 
PatronSy imputed it, in the moft peremptory Man- 
lier, to the dangerous Defigns of the Courts of 
Vienna and Madrid^ againft the Liberties o{ Europe 
in general, as well as the moft valuable Intcrefts of 
Great Britain in particular. The Writers en the 
ether Side feemed to look upon it only as a defen-^ 
jfriye Treaty between two Nations, whole Intereft it 
Was to ally Themfelves ^o each other at that par- 
ticular jundbure. This Point was fullv canvafs'd 
About r ive Years ago, by * a Gentleman, who 
wrote under the Name of John Trot, and 
the Audiprof the Enquiry ; in theCourfe of which 
' Debate, I think it was indubitably proved that the 
Prolped of the Infantds being lent back frora 
France^ after the Duke oiOrlean^s Death, induced 
the Court of Spain to begin a Negotiation with 
ihe Emperor • and diat her being adually fent back, 
with our Rejufal of the file Mediation^ determined 
his Catholick Majefty to put a finifliing Hand to 
that Treaty. To This it was added that our Rc- 
fiifal to reftorc Gibraltar to the Spaniards^ in Pur- 
fuancc of a Promifiy as They pretended, founded 
, 6n a Letter from his late Majefty to the King 
bfSpainy might be another Motive to fuch a Refo- 
tutloh at the Court of Madrid ; for though the 
very Exiftence of^nyfuch Letter was at firft ftre- 
fiuou0j^ denied^ a Copy of it hath been fince pro- 
duced

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duccd in bothHoufcs of Parliament ; and if it <3oc$ 
not contain an ahfoluU Frotnifcy yet it furnilhcs 
Them with a Prctenfion, at Icaft, to found fuch a 
Claim upon it It was likewife fuggcftcd, not 
without fomc Grounds^ that our concluding a /)W-* 
vote Treaty ^t Madrid^ in the Year 1721, whilft 
Wc were Mediators between Spain and the EmpC'^ 
ror^ gave fuch an Umbrage at the Court oi Vienna 
as hclp'd to pave the ^ ay to a Reconciliation be- 
tween thofe two Powers ; one of whom had received 
a very great Indignity from the Court of France^ 
and the other not a little difpleas'd with That of 
Great Britain upon the Account befbrementioncd. 
It dcferves a Remark in this Place, that Spain de- 
pended upon France as her Friend at the Congrefe, 
and the Emperor look'd upon Great Britain in the 
fame Light ; but hth Parties being thus difobliged 
by the refpeBive Mediators^ on whom They rely'd, 
it became almoft ncceflary for the Courts of Vienna 
and Madrid to contrive fome Method of reconcile 
ingThemfelves. This fccms, at leaft, a plaufiblc 
Reafon for * *^ two Powers, that could hardly be 
*^ kept within the Bounds of common Decency to- 
^^ wards one another, by all the Addrefe of tw^ 
^ powerful Mediators in a publick Treaty, abandon- 
^* ing that Mediation y and, in the Middle of it, 
*' privately running into one another's Arms with 
" all the Marks of cordial AJfcdion and a refo- 
" lute Friendfhip. 

But whatever might be the true Grounds of this 
fudden Revolution of Counfels and Diipofitions 
in the two Courts*^ it is certain that the Treaty 
of Vienna^ and the Meafures taken in Oppofition 
to it, laid the Foundation of that long Series of 
Negotiations, Convention^ and ProjciSts of Ao-

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commodation, ^hich cngrofs'd all our Attcntiod 
for fcvcral Years together. Let us therefore re- 
view the Condud of bctb Parties^ upon this Oc^ 
caRotL 

Now, if the Treaty of Vtetwa contained nothing 
but an Accommodation of Differences between the 
two Courts^ with the ufual Stipulations of Pedca^ 
Commerce and mutual Defence^ (as the cofitraSiwi 
Parties dtchxcA) We had no Occafion to take 
iuch an Alarm, or to be in fuch an Hurry of 
putting our felves in a Pofture of Defence, We 
^ought rather to have rejoiced that tbefe Powers had 
found out a Method of adjufting their owo 
Differences, after We had attempted it in vain ; 
.fincc nothing elfe was wantbg at that Time, as 
We have been often told, to compleat the general 
.feq)ofc and Tranquility of Europe. Nay, it wOuld 
certainly have been our Intereft, in fuch a Cafe^ 
to accede to that Treaty^ as We were invited to 
do, inftead of entertaining fuch terrible Appre-* 
henfions from it, and taking fuch extraordinary 
Mcafurcs to defeat it. 

But it muft be confefs'd, at the fame Time, 
that if the Allies of Vienna had really entered in- 
to any fuch dangerous Engagements as our Poli^ 
ticians apprehended, and thtir Advocates pofltively 
aflcrted, it was certainly their Duty to oppoic 
tbcm wirfi the utmoft Vigour. 

For this Rcafon, t\vc Author of the Enquiry mad* 
it his chief Bufincls to prove that there was a fe^ 
crety offenjrve Treaty between the Courts of Vienna 
and Madridj befides thofc publick ones of Peac$ 
and Commerce J which They had communicated to 
the World. Nay, He pretended to be fo well in* 
formed of this FaSly that He gave us the parti** 
cular Articles of it: viz. " i. * That the Empe^

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^ tor was iQ afllil Sf^in^ in obtakiing Gikfaltar by 
^' Fofcc. 2. That Spafv was to ftpport tlie Ew 
*^ /^fi!?r, ih his liew EftaHilhment of the OJl^S 
^' Company \ for both which Purpofes, as He told 
*^ «s, the Qu(>ta's of Momy on one Side, and of 
^^ Soldms on t-hc other were aSually fettled. 3, 
^^ That tlie two Qurts had undertak<sn to ^cc 
^^ the PrMender on the Throne of XSreat Britain ; 
^ and to begin with that Enterprlze, before They 
^' proceeded to put their other Projeds m Exe- 
^' cutidn/' Thefe were Points, whidh pattJcuferfy 
iiSded Gri?^jf. Britaw^ in her tcndereft 0)Hcorn«. 
But the fame Author likewile dMcovered another 
Aftidc in this fccreU offii)Jive Treaty^ which had 
the fame bad Afped upon all Eur^pe^ and threat- 
cmd Her with univerfal Monarchy j « * I mean^^ 
^ /itys Hey the Marriages of the two Jlrch^Datcb^ 
^^ efisy Daughters to the prefent Emperor, vnth 
^^ the two 'InfdnH of Spain ^ Sons to the King by 
^* the prisfent Queen/' He thm ohfir^es^ *' that 
^^ fuch an Alliance muft conftitutc a Power in <me 
^^ Family beyond all, that We Tiave known, for- 
^ midable and irrefiftable/' In another Place^ Hi 
leavei us to judges ^' \ whether ever hitherto any 
^^ one Scheme hath appeared in Europe^ of a De^ 
*' ftru<9:ion fb univerul, and of a Ruin fo txtendod^ 
*^ as This appears plainly to be. 

It was indeed alledged that even in the puhliek 
Treaty of TirV/zf/^^ greater Priyiteges in Cotmnefcc 
were granted to the *f Emperors Sutjedb than to 
Thofe oi Great Britain ; but the Falfliood c)f tiiis 
Aflertion appeared very plainly from the Treaty 
ttfelf, which puts Them only on the feme Foot 
With tlie moji favoured Nations "^ and Gi^at BriPain 
tiaving long been in that Number, v^rhatcver Wt^ 

vileges. 
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Vi\c^$ of! Trade any other Nation may obtain from 
his Catholick Majefiyy muft be conceded to Us^ at 
the faroc Time, by Virtue oi former Treaties* Bc-^ 
iides, the King oi Spain immediately difown^d any 
fuch Dcfign by his Minifters, and afterwards in a 
fbrmaf Article of a Treaty; which is fo rcmarkr 
able that I cannot forbear quoting it. 

u * y'^^ Minijers of his Britannick Majefiyy an4 
^^ of his mofi ChriBian A^jefiy having p r et ehdep 
*^ that in the Treaties concluded at Vienna ht* 
" tween the Emperor and the King of Spain-, in the 
" Year 1725, there were diverfe Qaufes, that in-* 
^^ fringed the Articles of the fevcral Treaties of 
^' Commerce J or of the Treaties of Peace^ in which 
*.^ Commerce may be concerned, antecedent^ to the 
^^ Year 1725; his Catholick Majejiy hath declared, 
** as He declares by the prcfcnt Article, that Ma 
^^ never meant to grant, nor will fufler to fub* 
*^ iift, by virtue of the faid Treaties of Viennay 
" any Privilege contrary to the Treaties here above 
^^ confirmed. 

It was likewifc affirmed that tbp Emperor's Mt^ 
mjler had acknowledged fome Engagement with 
Sp<'iny relating to Gibraltar:^ but it appears from 
the + Enquiry itfelf that his Imperial Majejiy cm* 
tcred into this Engagement upon the Repfcfenta* 
tion of the Court o£ Spain ^ tbaffhere remained fiill 
fome Things to regttJaie between his Caiholick Ma* 
jepy and the King of Great Britain ; in which, it 
15 probable that the Court oi Spain might Jaclodc 
the famous Letter of 1721, upgn which They 
founded their Pretcdions and Demand of GibroL 
/^r; but the Emperor would engage no farducr than 
to employ his Mediation between Them, under 
thefe Rcftridions ^ that the Points in Dispute hi^

ft jhotild prove agreeabk to his Britannick Majejty. — • 
In another Part oi the fame Book it appears, * that 
a NOBLE Person in an high Station having pub^ 
iicJdy declared ity in the Houfe of Lords, as an 
undoubted Truthy that there was a fccret, offenfive 
Alliance between the'Em^rot and Spain, which 
contain* d Articles in it defiruSliw to the Rights of 
Britain, hoth with Regard to its Pofleflions and its 
Commerce abroad ; the Imperial Relident here was 
ofdeted to give SatisfaBion to the Britilh Courts up' 
' on this St^jeSlyby producing the Article, which his 
Majier had entered intOy relating to Gibraltar; 
and this Article imply *d no more than that his 
Imperial Majejiy bad engaged to ufc his good Offi-- 
tesy if it fhouidbe agreeable to h\s Britannick Ma^ 
jefiyy as his Minijler had before declared. But all 
thefe Affuranccs were far from giving our Politici" 
ansy or their Advocate the Enqtiirery any Satis- 
faction that there was no fuch Engagement y though 
the Event hath fufficiaitly Ihew'd that the Empe- 
ror never gave his Catholick MajeJly the lead Affift- 
ancc towards the Recovery of that PlacCy whilft 
it was befieg'd, nor at any other Time, durin^^ 
our long Mifunderftanding with thofe Courts, 

As tor the Ostenp Company, itwa^ always 
treated as a Point of fo litde Confcquencc to ouir 
cflential Intercfts, on \ one Side:, and hath fincc 
been declared fo by the *\ other \ that I ftiall not 
detain the Reader with any particular Detail of the 
Controverfies about it. But it may not be amifi 
jufttotake Notice, as Wc pais along, that this

Company hath accidentally proved of great Detri- 
ment to i^s, not only by contributing to the late 
Difturbances in Europe^ but likewife by putting all 
Countries upon Projects of the fame Kind j and 
though his Imperial Majejiy hath at length con- 
fcnted to the Abolition of the Company at Ofiend^ 
I;Ie is far from having given up all Thoughts of 
the Ttade^ b^ing now carrying on a Negotiation 
at Lisbon for that Purpofc, 

Let us therefore return to the ftcret^ cfjetiji^e 
treaty ; by which the two Courts of Vienna and 
Madrid^ as the Enqairer aflcrted, had not only 
entered into the ftfongeft Engagements upon all 
tbefe Points^ but likewife to place the Pretender 
upon the Throne of Great Britain. This was, in- 
deed, an alarming Confideration, and what might 
juftly provoke the Refentments of a free People • 
cfpecially, when They were afliared, in the moft 
authoritative Manner^ ^* that * the Briti/b Court 
** hadpofitive Intelligence, and Intelligence from 
^^ more than one Perlon, and fiich as could be in- 
** tirely depended on, that one cxprefs Article of 
** this Alliance between the Emperor ^nd Spain con- 
^* tain'd an Obligation in Favour of the Preten- 
^^ BER, and a Stipulation to make the Attempt 
* for Him in England^ before opening the War 
*^ in any other Parts/' — It is no Wonder, I fay, 
that the Paffions of the People were inflamed by 
fuch Declaradons as Thefc, and broke out into 
the warmeft Addrcllcs ag^inft thofe Powers^ whom 
They fuppoled to be engaged in fuch dellrudivc 
Meafures. ScMncofThcm were fovery z£alou5| 
>4ipon this Occaiion, that They not only exprcls*d 
their chcarful Acquiefccncc under a l^and-Tax of 
^foar Sbillif^s in the Poundj but madca vdimtary

-^p^ r.Icre likewife I mufl: repeat my Acknowledg- 

■^ Tn.i!^ th^it if the Intelligence of y^^i& aDeJign was' 

wcii fv>undcd^ om Minifters were not only fully 
Juftiiyj in all their Precautions to defeat it, but 
would have been juftify'd in much farther Lengths 
than They thought fit to^c. But when all this 
pojitive Intelligence^ convincing "Efoideuce^ and ]pr^- 
tended Certaitriy appeared to be founded only on 
* Suspicions, or fomctbing more than Susjpici* 
ONS, built upon Appearances- or at bcft^ when 
the whole Evidence, as y another Writer funis it 
up, confillcd in nothing hut Wharton^i Rambles^ 
Ripperda'j Chit^chat^ Hearfays of what one great 
Man ivrit^ concerning what another great Man 
faidj three Mufcovitc Ships coming to ^pain, Em-- 
Variations J which were never madcj ojid ArmieSy 
which wsre 7iever affmhled^ ^ when This, I fay, ap- 
peared to be the Cafe, many Perfons were inclined 
to ful^cnd their Belief of any fach 'Deftgn^ till 
Theyfaw it a little more authentically proved ; 
cfpecially, fince his Imperial Majejiy thought fit to 
difown it by his Minijier here, in the moll folemn 
Manner ; which He had no Occalion to do, if He 
was really grown fo inveterate againft his Britan^ 
nick MajeJly^ as the Court-Writers reprefented Him. 
Na}^, I have been informed, upon pretty good Au* 
thority, that long before Mr. Palm's Memorial, or 
the Enquiry was publifhcd, his Imperial Majejiy 
took an Opportunity of declaring, upon the Faith 
of a Chriftian and the Word ot an Emperor^ that 
He was ib far from having entered into any Mea- 
fures for placing the Pretender on the Britijb 
Throne, that no fuch Overtures had been made 
to Hira. If This lliould be true, as I hope it id

Her Czartjb Majdly likewife purged Herfclf 
•from the fame Charge, by a fdemn Declaration 
* that ihe had never entered into any Engagements 
with the Pretender againft his Britannick Majejly^ 
and that -ihe look'd upon all fuch Reports as meer 
Xjalumnies (pread abroad \xy tht Englip Mimjiers^ 
in order to juftify their Meafures at home, and. 
prqudicc foreign Courts againft Her. 

The Gentlemen on the CoutJtry Side were there^ 
ibrc juftify 'd, as far as Events could juftify them, 
in then: Backwardnefs to believe znyjuch Dejign j 
lor from that Time to This there hath not been 
any Attempt, nor any Appearance of an Attempt, 
in Favour of the Pretender. Nay, even the Court" 
Writers thcmlclves fcem'd to be afliamed of this 
Argument a Year or two after, when all their pcn^ 
fitive and undoubted Intelligence dwindled away to 
*f» Appkehensions onlt that there might he En^- 
'jgage9nejjts^ in Favour of the Pretender. I believe 
They have fincc made a Difcovery that even their 
jfyprehenfions were groundlefe, and that there ne-^ 
vcr were any fuch Engagements, cither oftenjble, 
or non-ojknfible. 

However, thcfe Alarms had fuch an EffeA, at 
that Time, on the Minds of fome Men, that in^ 
ftead of advifing his Majefty to accede to the Vi-

About the fame Time, his Majefty of Pr«^<# 
took an Opportunity of detaching Himfelf from 
this Jllyance^ in which Hfc was an original Party. 
Whether this Divifion was occalion'd by the Af- 
fair of Thorn^ which was fuffer'd to dye away, as 
foon as the Treaty was made, or by any other 
Caufe^ I cannot fay ; but every good Proteftant 
muft lament any Mifunderftanaings between tivQ 
Crowns^ which are fo nearly ally'd as Thofe of 
Great Britain and Pruffia. 

However, to compcnfate this Lois of one Ally^ 
We foon gained another in the King and Kbgdom 
oi Sweden^ who acceded to this Treaty under cer- 
tain 'I* Modifications and Reftrl^ftions, by the per- 
fuafive Eloquence of Count Horn^ who acquainted 
the States *f that the Treaty bf Hanover did not 
lay Them under fomany Obligations as former. 
Treaties ; though They were to receive a Sub- 
sidy of fifty thoufand Pounds a Tear^ for three 
Tears J toth from England and France^ as the Price 
of their Acceffion.

Hm^ tnofl Chrtjlian Kin^:^ but a Difpute arifing, 
fome Years afterwards, between the Crown$ of 
France aixi Henm^rky concerning the Difference of 
^ I^afiijb and Hamburgh Money, We were fo 
good as to prevent the ill Confequences of fuch a 
Dilpute, by^ paying the Diilerence our lclvc3 j

The * Landgrave of Heffe-Cajel contr^6tcd like* 
wife with his Britannick majejly to keep a Body 
of ia,ooo Men in a Readinefs for his Service, up* 
o» certain Conditions, which do not fully, appear 
in the ptihJick Cotrtcntwn^ nor any where elfe ; but 
it is well known that thhfe ^oops have coft the 
Britijt Nation almoft a MOlim and anhalfSterU 
without doing us the leaft Service, daring the whole 
Time Thdy continued in our Pay, 

Amongft all thefe Allies and Auxiliaries, I muft 
not forget his Serene Highnefs^ the Duke of *f WoU 
fenhuMe\ who brbught' up the Rear of this for-* 
midable Confederacy, and not oftly engaged to 
Guaranty all his Majefty'i3 Dominions in Great 
'Britain^ Ireland ^sA Qermany^ butlikcwifc to fur* 
liifli a Body of 5000 Men (not to be moved om 
of ^ermanyy or Holland J for fo fmall a Sum as' 
Pixienty^jpoe thoufaitd' Pounds perjinnum^ during tho 
Space of four Tears '^ which amounted, for tho 
whole Tcrnfj, to no more than one hundred thou.^ 
f and Pounds.

Having now fta^d the Cafe of the Han^fOit At^ 
lyatjce in its full Strength, We arc naturally led to 
the Rcafonbgs of different Parties^ on this Sub* 
jcdt 

The Gentlemen of the Cmntry Party argued 
that, fuppofing the fecret Treaty of Vienna to be 
without ^"oundation, We were a little too precipi- 
tate in throwing off an old Ally^ under that Pre- 
tence ; and though They were very far from a- 
dopting the vulgar Notion, f that England 
eiight never to he in Peace and Friendpip with 
France, They apprehended that fo clofe a Con^ 
jtwciiofj^ ' at that 1 ime, naturally tended to make 
us too dependent upon Hor, and would not pro- 
duce the good EffeAs, which were propofed by it» 

To This it was anfwer^d by the other Party^ 
that * Power is fliiBuatiug^ and though Wi didt 
knd the Emperor an helping Hand^ We are not 
to let Him do what He pleafes ; that when We fet 
Him upy it was good Politicks^ and now it is e- 
qnally good to take Him down ; or, as the *'f^ £»-» 
quirer more gravely argued, that We (iould find in 
Him, at hjfy the Enemy We dreaded only in ano-^ 
THER. In fliort, it was then the Court^DoSfrine 
that France was fo much reduced, and the Emperor 
grown fo formidable by the Succefsof thclatc War, 
that the Ballance of Europe required us to Ihift 
Hands, and throw our Weight into the Scale of 
France^ which was now become our moft natural 
^lly. For this Reafon, it was argued that Wc 
might fafcly rely on her good Faith and Sincerity ; 
nay, a certain Gentleman undertook to be her 
Cnarantfj and made Himfclf anfwerable for her

Let us now proceed to the Coniequcnces vfthis 
Alliame^ and fee how far the Rcafonings of uthcr 
Party were juftify'd by them. 

As the Treaty of Hammer was concerted with a 
profefsVl Dcfign to defeat the dangerous Projcds 
^f the VUnna Allies ; it was evident at firft Sight 
that fuch Meafures would be taken, -as muft ncccC- 
ferily create fomc farther Mifunderftandings, if not 
an abfokitc Rupture^ between the diftcrent Parties 
to the two Allyances ; for when fuch ftrong Sufpi- 
ciofls arc entertained on cm Sidcj as to put Them 
in Arms againft the i)th€r^ and the latter know 
Themfelves to be innocent of the Deftgns laid to 
their Charge, They will naturally look upon fach 
Apprehenfions as meer Pretences to pick a Quarrel 
widi Them, and refent thofe Meafures as Acis «/ 
Ho^ility^ which arc carried on under Colour of 
felpDefence. 

How far This was our Cafe, with Relation to 
the Spaniards^ at the Time I am fpeaking of; or 
how far the Spamards^ at leaft, might reafon in 
£uch a Manner, will foon appear by the Event. 

The Condufion of the Treaty of Haimver was 
immediately followed with a confiderable Augmen- 
tation of our Latid^Forces at home, belidcs the 
1 2,pOQ Heffiam^ and other foreign Jroops retain d 
ifii our Pay, as I have already obferved. 

At the fame Time, three large Sqiiadroijs of Ships 
vf War were fitted out at a vaft Expcnce, and * 
difpatch^d with aU poffiblc Expecfition to different * 
P.aa:ts of the World; o/;^ to the Baltick^ another 
totheCoaft oi Spain ^ and a third to xhcWeJi^ 
Indies. The Motives for equipping thefe FketSy 
*nd the good EfR<9:i They produced^ are ftated 
very ponapottfly in the Enquiry.

Bi^t it happened a little 

tontowardly, that Sweden h^ juft bctor^ naadc Peace 

lyith the MufcmiteSy and was under no Apprehen* 

fion from Them j as They acqujiiptcd Sir Charles 

Wagery our Admiral, when He came before Stacks 

holm^ and made Them a voluntary OSkx of his 

Affiftance. Another right reverend Gentleman^ who 

afterwards wrote upon the lame Subjcdl, tdU us 

that this Squadron was fcnt to the Baiticky not 

only to prevent the Czarina'^ Defign, but ^ to e* 

fioble our Friends /;; Sweden to declau for usj by 

awing the Duke of JHhJJlein^s Party, who did m, 

in their Power to obftru^ the Acceffm. This, it 

feems, with the Subjtdy bcfore^-n^ntioncd to the 

Kingy and fome other proper Applications to the 

hading Men^ produced the d.efired £^(^, and fut- 

ficiently juftifyd that Expedition. 

The Squadron fent to the Coails of *f Spain 
vras ordered to prevent an Atterapt ftom thence^ 
in Favour of the Pretender^ by virtue ofthcji^et^ 
cffenjhe Treaty fo often mentioned-; /^ad the £»- 
'^uirer tells us ^* tjbat the Appearance of this Fleet 
upon the Spanilh Coa/lsdid aSuailypre^vent tbeExt^ 
€iition vfjucb an Attempt^, But hecc again that 
Writer leems to be miftakcni or. mifinfbn^d ; fcr 
it appears by Sir Jp^n Jennings's Letter, dated

NoW) fuppoling all This to be truc^ it is very 
far from doing the GourUParty any Service in the 
prefent Argument ; for if the French had aftually 
made dny fucb J)ifpfitions^ I believe the Enquirer 
Would be very much puzaJed to prove that They 
^re than.ke^ Pact with Us^ in the Largenefs of 
the Expellee; or that the Jllies ever received any 
heaeGt from them* But We may go a little far- 
ther, and defy Him to prove that there reaUy was 
liny fuch Au^gmchtation either of their regular 
'liroops^ or their Militia^ as He feems to aUcrt^ 
Xvhatever Difpofitions might have been made^ or 
0;*ie^j given for .that Purpofe, Indeed, to (peak 
impartially, theCourt of Fr^i/^tf fcemed ready c- 
nbugh to perform their Engagements with us, a- 
gaidlt the kmperdT'^ but We found out, at laft, 
that the Excgution of them would not be in- 
tircly confident with our own InUrcJt^ and there* 
fore very wifely excufcd Them. 

The /ami Author acknowledges that the * uni- 
tcfl Provinces came late into the jilfyaace^ which 
He afcribcs to the Frame ^f their Qonftitution:^ but^ 
perhaps, it might be partly owing to the Nature 
vf the Treaty itfrlf:^ arid I am fure He might have 
added very juftiy, that They acceded at laft, un- 
der f ^ery e^tenjkie Limitations. However, He 
aflured us, that *^ from the Time of their J^cef^ 
*' ceffion^ They- fhew'd a Warmth and Vigour 
"^ worthy of thq Oocafion, They agreed^ unani- 
** moufly, faid ffe^ upoa fuch Augmentations of 
" their Land ToRCfis, afi by the next Spring 
** would make thcra abQve 50^000 effedtive Men ; 
*^ aad the necelfary Meafurcs were taking for their 
_^ ^^ having

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** haviiig a Fleet at Sea of twenty Men of War.** 
He added, " that They had been at a very great 
^* Charge, in providing their Magazines^ and put- 
*^ ting their Barrier and Fro^iticr Places into ft 
^ £ood Pofture of Defence. 

To This it was anfwcred, that the Stat&s made 
.^JK) farther Augmentation of their Land^Forces than 
ivjiat was immediately ncceflary for their own Dc* 
fence, and the Support of their Barrier TowtJ^y in 
Purfuance of Treaties. How far They have put 
thefe places into a good Pojhrs of Defame^ let 
their late JB of Neutrality^ and the prcfent StatO 
of Aflairs determine. As to their Fleety whatever 
Meafures might have been taken for fitting on? 
out, every Body knows that they were never put 
in .Execution.- — ^But of This I ihall Ipcak moro 
particularly in another Place* 

We were afterwards told, in * another Hreatifif 
that his Ma}efi% as Eledor, promifed a Body of 
twelve thoufand Men, to join the Danes j and f9f 
that Purpofe inereafed his Hanoverian Troops frofjf 
Jftxteen thoufand to twenty fm thoufand Men. But 
That is a roint, which I am told would bear fome 
fiirther Explanation than the Jluthor was pleafcd to 
give it. — ^— I ihall only obferve that the Deficient 
cy of the French Subfidy to Denmark was partly 
made good by certain Deductions out of the Mo« 
ney, granted by Parliament for the Support oftbo 
HeJ^an Forces ; and that when ^ fame Gentkme$% 
delired to be informed whether any more and 
what Dedudions had been made out of that Mom 
ptyy the Motm was very prudently rejededt

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As for the Conrts of Swedenj Denmark^ HejP 
and Wolff nkiOtk^ They were r^Aitr JHpmdimy 
uiu9;iHaries. than JIUcs and Confederates ; lb that 
They had litde more to do than to receive our 
Money, in regular Payments, and keep theif 
Troops in aR^adinefi to march, whenever Wc 
fliould demand them.— ^-^How far They com* 
plyed even v^ith thefe Terms^ I am not^ able to 
fey, the Nation having never had any Occafion 
for their Service. 

France and Holland were therefore the twd Pow- 
ers, on whom Wc chiefly rel/d ; and as They 
were much more eflfential^ interefted in the Gon- 
fcquences of the Vienna Treaty than <xreat Bfitain^ 
Wc had Reafbn to expaft that They Ihould bear, 
at leaft, an. equal Proportbti in -the Danger and^ 
Expence of oppofing it. .-^— • This Point therefore^ 
ought to be examined a little farther, 

I faid that imn^diately after the Conduiiton 6£ 
the Hanover ^eatjij We diQiatch'd three iai^e- 
Squadrons to the Balticky the Akditerraneany acd 
the Wejf ^Indies. The /t^Jl of thefe produced Uttto 
more F&d: than procuring the AcceiOonof Sw€^ 
deny at a very girat Expence to this Nation ; but^ 
the other two were attended with Coniequenccs fb 
well known^ that they hardly require any £Iomment. 
The JnftruSHoas to our Admirals were certainly as • 
moderate as were ever fent out with two fucb no* 
val Armaments ; yet even blocking up the Galleys * 
at Porto Bello with one- of thetii, and hovering ' 
round th&Cod^{li&o£joldSpainy in an hoiUle Mn^' 
ner, with the o^j&^n, wore looked upon atthatCourt ^ 
zbABs ofHoJiilityy and relented accordingly. Or- 
ders were immediately difpatch*d for fiezipg the 
South Sea Shipy and the Efeds belonging to that 
Company at la "vera Cruz. . The Spanip Guatda 
Ofia's and Privafeers were let toofe upon ourMe^ 

chants^ 
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chants, and committed infinite Depredations tof 
Tev^ral Years together, without any Interruption^^ 
or any Reprizals. At the fame Time, the F/o* 
tilla^ which was faid to be at leaft as richly laden 
as the Galleofjs^ had the good Fortune to efcapc 
our other Squadron in the Mediterranean^ under the 
Command of Sir Charles Wager ; though it is con- 
fcfs'd 'I* that T'hey Jleer^d the very Courfe^ ijuhef^ 
He was fiatioffd to intercept them. But This 
was imputed to long Nights^ and dark'^ foggy 
'Weather. ' It was likcwife obfcrved, and never con-* 
tradidled, as well as I can remember, that * fe-* 
veral Ships were fuflcr'd to pafs by the Came Squa* 
4ron^ even under the Stern of our Adiniral, with 
Stores^ frovijions and other Neccjjaries for the Ufc 
of the Spanip Camp, which was then in Sight of 

Gibraltar y and preparing to befiege it. But, 

perhaps, This Hkcwife might be occafion'd by kn^ 
^NigbtSy and foggy Weather. 
. TJic Siege ot that. Place immediately cnfucd ; 
and though We had been often afTured, both with-' 
in Doors and without, that oy^r Allies would make 
it Cafus F^^deris^ and affift us in the Defence of 
it, They fuficr'd the Siege to be pufli'd on with 
the utmoft Vigour, for feveral Months, without 
giving us the leaft Succour of Men^ Money,, or 
Ships 5 and the Spaniards,^ in Return, permitted 
Them to carry on their Trade, both in Europe 
and the Indies^ without, any Molcftation ; whilft 
They were continually haralCng us, both by Sea 
and Land ; to fay nothing farther of our Ships^ 
which were deftroyed, and our Seafnen^ who pc^ 
riflied by Thoufands in the Service of their Coun- 
try* Perhaps, our Allies might judge the Blockade 
o/Poriobelh to be an A0 oj Ifojiilityy as well as the 

P Spam 
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Spaniards^ and confcqucntly not think Thcm- 
felves obliged to fupport the aggreffing Party^ by 
V^irtuc of a d^fenjive Allyance. But whatever might 
be the Reiafons of their Condudt, it is certain that 
They took no Part in our Quarrels with SpaWj 
nor io much as moved one Man to our Affiftancc. 
Nay, even We contented our felves with the bare 
Defence of Gibraltar^ {o loudly demanded by the 
Voice of the Nation, without endeavouring to di- 
vert Them from the Siege, by bombarding any 
of their Ports, or ravaging their Goails ; for * as 
fooji as the Treaties were made^ the Acceffions pro^ 
ciircd^ and the Army prcmided^ at the Expence of 
Britain, which were necejfary for defending lower 
Saxony, We feemed to have m more to do in the 

War. Thefe were the vigorous Meafures^ fo 

ftrongly recommended in the ^ Enquiry^ as abso- 
lutely neceflaryin fuch ^Crijis of Danger j and up- 
on which He founds all his Apology for the Con- 
duct of the Minijlry. 

At length, \ Preliminaries for a general Pacifi- 
cation were agreed upon ; by which a Cejfation of 
Hojiilities^ on both Sides, was flipulated for fe^uen 
Tears \ and that within four Months after figning 
this Convention^ a Congrefs Ihould. be form a, in 
which all the Rights and Pretensions of the 
contrasting Powers JhouJd . he examined^ dijcufs'd 
and determined. But as foon as the Articles were 
produced in Publick, it was immediately forefcen, 
On one Side^ that the dark and ambiguous Manner 
of wording them would give Occalion to many 
Cavils and Difputes ; particularly the fecond^ which 
runs in the following myfterious Terms; viz.

As {bou) I fay, as this Article was read, many 
Gentlemen apprehended fome latent Deiign in it ; 
jind the Authors of tlic \ Craftfman plainly inti- 
mated that this ftudied Ambiguity was made ufc 
of to conceal the true Intent of the Article from 
common Obfervation : I mean that the Spanilh 
Pretenjkn to Gibraltar was to he dtfcufs'd and deci-- 
ded at the Congrefs. 

On the other Side^ it was aflcrted that this Ar* 
tide was fo far from prefcrving the Claim of Gib- 
raltar to the Spaniards^ that it abfolutely extin- 
guiflied it. This Point was canvafs'd at large by 
the * Author of the Enquiry and John Trot^ to 
whom I refer the Reader, and believe He will find 
that the latter had as much the Advantage of his 
Adverfary in the Argument j as He afterwards had 
in the Event. 

It was likewife apprehended by the Gentlemen of 
the Country Party^ that fome other Stipulations in 
the Preliminaries were not exprcfs^ in fuch full 
and plain Terms, as to cut off all Pretences for 
any farther Wrangling and Chicane. But the Gcn-

Yet here again the Country Patty were fully jufti-i 
fy'd in their Sufpidons by tht E'Oent :^ for the 
Preliminaries were no fooner fign'd, than new Dis- 
putes began to . be ftarted about the Meaning of 
them, 'j^ and fuch Interpretations to be put upon 
theWbrds ^/ thefe Articles, as utterh dejlroyedth^ 
real Intent and JDeJign aj^ them. The Spaniards 
inlifted. that a meer CeJJation of Hojilities^ as fti- 
pulated by the Pyelitninaries^ did not imply an 
aSltial raffing of the Siege ; and that the Reftitu- 
tion of the Ship Prince Ftederick^^ with her Cargo^ 
was not mentioned, or included in them. Befidcs 
This, the Court of Spain demanded an Indulto o£ 
ao per Cent, on the Effcfts of private Perfons^ 
embarked in the Flotilla^ ccx>trary to the 5th Ar-* 
ticle of the Preliminaries^ as our Politicians and 
their jifilvocates interpreted it. 

Thefc Points having been warmly litigated by 
the difiercnt Parties, for eight or nine Months, 
They were adjufted by another Contention^ ncgo* 
tiatcd by the 'Count de Rothemburg^ Minifler of 
France^ (for We had no Minifter at the Court q€ 
Spain^ at that Time) artd fign^d at the Pardt» the 
<$th oi March 1728. This Infirtment contained 
an Explanation of the Preliminaries^ and it was 
once more folemnly ftipulatcd * that all the re^ 
fpeEli^e PrjetenSions, on each Side^ pould he pro^ 
mced^ debated and decided in the Congrefs ; with a 
particular Engagement, that their Britannick atiS

In the mean Time, it was agreed that the Bfp» 
tijb Squadrons ihould be Ojtdcl^d, without Delay^ 
t:o withdraw from the Seas of ^Id and new Spain ; 
in Coofidcration of which, his Ca$boUck Majefty 
likewilb engaged that the IMockade of GihtaUat 
ihould be immediately rai&d ^ that a clear and ex- 
prcis Order Ihould be lent, without Delay, for re- 
iloring the Ship frinu Fr^dericky with hir Cai^, 
to the Agents of the South Sea Company :^ and that 
the Effixas of the Flctilla ihould be fordiwith de- 
livered to the refi)e£kive Prc^ietors. , 

Theie Conditions beii^ accepted, ob both Sides^ 
his Catholick Majefty ratify^ the Preliminariei ; 
but before the Ratifications were exchanged, fome 
incw Difputes arofe, concerning the Orders^ agreed 
to be fcnt to the Wtjl Indies^ in Purfuance ot this 
€onventi4m. Thefe frcft Difficulties took up fome 
Time tongcr; but were likewtfegot over by the 
Count de R(ahemhurg and Mr. Va^dertneer^ who 
managed aU our Affairs at the ConrtdE Spain^ and 
the Congrefs was opened at S^iJ^ns on the 3d -^ 
i4thof J«iw? 1728. 

This Point being at length obtained, after a te- 
dious Courfc of Negotiation and Expedients, the 
minijlerial Wf iters began to triumph again, as if 
nothing but the Form 0^ a Treaty was wanting to 
accommodate all our Di&rences, and cflabliih the 
publick Tranquility on a lafting Foundation* They 
gave us the ftrongbft Aflurances that all Interrup- 
tions to our Trade would be rffeftually removed 
for the future ; , that our ptunder^d Merchants 
would receive full Smsh&ion for their Loflcs ; 
and that our Right to the Poflcflion of Gibraltar 
was fo firmly Iccurcd to us, by the Preliminaries^ 
wd £fe€>«4f? rf fiat if cation^ that it would mt he 
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fi mnb ,as mentioned in the Congrefs. Thcffe 
Things, I fay, were confidently promifed by the 
minijierial Writers^ without Doors, and even with- 
in Doors by Thofe^ who fet them to work. But 
as the Gentlemen, on the other Side^ could fee no- 
thing in cither of thefe InJlrumentSy which con- 
tained any clear and explicit Engagements upon 
thefe Headsj They were not quite fo fanguinc in 
their Expeftations, and the Event more than 
warranted all their Sufpicions. Tht Plenipotefjti^ 
aries did little more than aflemble in Form at Soif' 
fonsy and produce their Credentials ; after which, 
having fpent five or fix Months in Ceremonies and 
Viver/ionsy They broke up and feparated, without 
adjufting any one material Point inDifpute. 

It is true, indeed, that a certain Plan of Ac- 
commodation^ called a Provijional Jreatyj was fra- 
med by the Minillers of the Hanover jilliesy during 
this Aflembly, and fcnt to the refpedive Courts 
for their Approbation ; but as this Draught of a 
^Treaty was neither relilh'd at home, nor accepted 
abroad, it does not deferve much Notice. I fliall 
only obfcrve, in general, that it was little more 
than the Preliminaries nt^f modelled, and digcfted 
into the Form of a Treaty^ ' without any fpecifick 
Explanation of thofe Points ^ which nioft immedi- 
ately afieded the Interefts of Great Britain. 

As to Gibraltar y fevcral noble Peers were fo far 
from being fatisfy'd that our Right to it was effec- 
tually fecuted by this ProjeSt^ that the following 
Motion was made in the Houfe of Lords ; 'viz. mo- 
ved to refolve * " that it is the Opinion of this 
^^ Houfe that, for the Honour of his Majefty, and 
^^ the Prefervation and Security of the Trade and 
*' Commerce of this Kingdom, cfiedual Care 
• ^^ihould

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" fliDuld be taken in the prefcnt Treaty^ that the 
" King of Spain do renounce all Claim and Prc- 
" tcnfion to Gibraltar ^Xid the Ifland of Minorca^ 
" in plain ^nd Jlrong Terms.'' — But after a warm 
Debate, the Qaeftion being put thereupon, it was 
carried in the Negative ; upon which the PeerSj 
who made and fupported this Motiony entered 
their \ Proteft. 

A Motion to the fame Purpofe was afterwards 
made in the *\ Houfe of Commons ; which was 
likewife carried in the Negative, by a great Ma- 
jority. 

The Country Party^ in both Houfes, were e- 
qually diflatisfy'd with that Part of the Provijional 
ureaty^ which related to the Spanijh Depredations:^ 
and the Lords moved to refolve, " ** diat it ap- 
*' pears to this Houfe that the Expencc of the 
^^ Squadron fent to the WeJl^Indies^ under the 
^' Command of Vice- Admiral Hojter^ having been 
" borne by this Nation alone, though defign^d to 
" prevent the Spaniards from iiezing the Eficds 
" belonging to his Majefty's Allies^ as well as his 
*' SuhJeilSy which were on board the Fkta and 
^^ Galkonsy and from . applying the Treafure to 
*^ difturb the Peace and invade the Liberties of 
*' Europe^ hath been an unreafonable Burthen on 

*^ this Kingdom/' But this Queftion was alfo 

refolved in the Negative, after a long Debate; 
upon which the Country Lords entered * another 
Proteft.

It will be found, perhaps, that this ProjeSi ter- 
vzA fomc anniverfary Purpofcs, for which it fcemcd 
chiefly to be calculated ; but as foon as thofe Ends 
were anfwered, We heard no more erf" it. The 
Frofped); of an Accommodation immediatdy va- 
niih'd, and Affairs feem'd to be once more tend- 
ing to a Rupture, Military Preparations were ro* 
filmed in all Parts of Europe^ and particularly in 
England^ which is feldom behind Hand, upon iuch 
Occafions, A powerful Fleet was fitted out with 
the utmoil Expedition, and made a gallant Ap- 
pearance at iSpithea4y under the Command of Sir 
Cbarks Wager. It was there joined by a Squadron 
ciDu$cb Ships of War, and feem'd to portend 
fome Enterpriie of great Importance ; but tt af» 
terwards appeared that the Dutch Sc^uadron was 
neither vi^mlkdy nor otherwife^m^^, for any 
Expedition, and the Admiral Himfclf declared that 
He had no Orders to attend the £»^^ Fleet any 
farther. Having therefore kept us Company for 
fomc Months and participated in pur va^al Diver- 
JioffSy They fail'd back to Holland^ and our own 
Ships foon after returned to their rcfpe&ive Har- 
bours. 

We were told, indeed, that this Provisional 
Fleet, as it was then caird, ftruck fuch a Ter-* 
ror into the Hearts of our Enemies, that We 
foon ^'l^ '^ heard of their making Advances, com- 
*' ing mto Conccffions, abating in their Demands, 
^ removing Obflacles, giving agreeable Affurances, 
*^ and doing the utmoft could be expefted to

Qurity of our prefefjt Efiablijbmenty were owing to 
this jhrmidaHe 4rmaday which frightened our E-i 
nemies out of their Deiigns, and at laft prodacc4 
the glorious Treaty of Seville. 

But here it defcrvcs a Ihort Remarlc that du-w 
rin^ thefe Exploits at Sfitheady a * Dauphxn wa* 
born ki France^ which broke the Spafrijh Faction 
in that Kingdom, and had certainly ibme Influx 
cncc on th? Court of Sfaiffy if They could want 
my Motives to accept of Terms fo advantageoyf 
to Them as were ftipulated by that Treaty. 

Thus far the State of our A^irs was, in fome 
Meafure^ biought down about four Years ago iq 
g f litth P$ec€y occafioned by the Publication of 
the Treaty beforermcntioned, and fome ++ Obfef^ 
wathfis upon it. This gave Rife to new Diipute^j^ 
of which I ^m nqw to give fome Account. 

It cannot be thought wonderful that the Coutf 
Writers and their PatrofjSy who triumphed fo much 
the Year before on the meer ProjeSiy or Drau^bi 
of a Treatyy Ihpqld difcover the fame Spirit of Ex^iU 
tation ypon procuring a formal Treaty^ ^StxaXiy 
iign'd, which the *f Writer before me oWcrves isf 
1?€yi>nd the Reach of the mofi artful Malice ; thougli 
there was ftill wanting the Acceffion of one PoTi^ery^ 
whofc Confept was moft ncceifary to the patting it

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in Execution; for as the Introdu6Hon of 6000 
Spamfb Forces into the ftrong Places of Tufcany^^ 
Farma 2nd Placentia^ inftead of 6000 Neutrals fti- 
pulated by the ^ladrufle AlfyaficCy was the Bafis 
of the Seville Treaty^ the Concurrence of the £>«- 
pcrcfj to whom the Feodality of thofe States be- 
longed, was certainly requiiite to the amicable Ex- 
ecution of it, accoraing to the Dodrine of the £//- 
qiiiry itfclf, where it is aflerted W that H e a- 
LONE was capable of dijlurbini it. And yet He 
was not fo much as complimented, in the Treatyj 
ivith an Invitation to accede, as the Dutch agaii;i 
were by an exprefs Article. 

It was therefore thought expedient to ufher this 
Treaty into the World with feme explanatory Ob^ 
fervatiovs upon it. ^ They could not help forelee- 
ing that their own Arguments upon this St^jeSf 
were capable of being turned very ftrongly againft 
Them. They knew very well that the Juthor of 
the Enquiry had been inftrudted, but three Years 
before, to alarm the Britijh Nation with the for- 
midable Projedls, in Favour of 'j^ Don Carlos^ even 
fo far as univerfal Monarchy. They could not 
forget that the Author of the * Britijb Journal^ 
(who now makes fo ihining a Figure in the Fre^ 
Briton) but a few Months before reprefented the 
Eftabliftiment of this Prince in Italy as a Point of 
fuch dangerous Confequence, that it was oppofcd, 
at the Congrclfcs of Cambray and Soifjons^ hy all 
the principal Powers oi Europe ; particularly Great 
Britain ; 

" Since, if Don Carlos fhould ever fucced to

But, tbirdlyy mough the Introduftion of Spawjb 
G^ffifonsyf^ rcGomtncnded, under the laft Article^ 
as a ncccflary Expedient to curb the Emperors 
t^prbitant Power ; yet We were Hkewifc told, a 
little paradoxically, that He cmld not reafonablytake 
Q0i$we atit*^ nor jujhfyhis not confenting to it ; 

unlefs 
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milefs He could pew that He migH.he prejadiced 
hy that Jlteration. Now this very Gonceffion^- a5 
diic GoiitJtry Gentlemen observed, was in Effed: giv- 
ing up the whole Caufe; iince his Imperial Maye/fy 
might eafily ihew that He pould be prejudiced by 
fach an Alteration ; and here, indeed, lies the whole 
Strefs of the Argument upon this Point. 

It was allowM, on the Ceuntry Side^ that the

In the frji Place^ They apprehended that fup-

"Way of Tfiamph over Hira, as a great Fetch in 
Politicks, would be thought a Reflection upon his

But They likcwife undertook to prove that the 
Introdudion of Spanip Troops would be really - 
prejudicial both to the Emperor and the Empircj 
even according to the . Obfervator s Method of 
Reafonin^ ; lor He plainly intimated that pae 
Dcfign ot the Seville Treaty was to rcflrain^the 
Emperors Power in Italy • and confequenriy it was 
his Inter ep to defeat that Dclign, however itmight 
be the Intcreft of others to put it in Exjecution. 

This avow'd End of the Seville Treaty was ag- 
gravated by another^ which was likewifc cry'd up 
by the minifterial Writers as ^ Ma^erpiue of Poli-' 
ticks :^ 1 mean the Separation of Spain from the

Nay, They went flili farther, and I think dc- . 
monftrated that the Variation ixorxi Neutral to Spa^ 
fiijh Troops (without infilling on the Jffrotiiy or 
having any Regard to the Vienna Allyance) was 
highly prejudicial both to the Emperor and the 
Empire ; for the neutral Troops^ ftipulated by thQ 
^mdrtiple Allyance^ were defigncd not only to fe-^, 
cure the ^ eventual Succeffion of Don Carlos^ but 
Ukewife the Rights of Sovereignty eftabliped in thet 
Emperor and Empire on)er thefe States. Now 
this Part of the Condition was intirely reversed by . 
the Variation in Difpute ; and the Qbfervators Ar-^ 
gumcnt, upon this Head, was of Courfc reduced » 
to the following Abfurdity ; * '' that when a ;»//- 
^^ tual Security is given and accepted by two Par--

Ihould be bought into it by \ amtber Expedienty 
which might prove equally produftivc of bad Con- 
fcquences ; I mean our Guaranty of the Prao- 
MATXCK Sanction. 

They likcwifc obferved, with too much Realbn, 
that as the Reconciliation of Spain and the EmpC'^ 
rofj by the Jir/f Vienna Treaty ^ was the luckieft 
Circuniftance, which could poffibly happen to us at 
tliat Time, and ought to have excited our Jo)r, in* 
ftead of alarming us with fuch a terrible Panicle ; 
fo They apprehended * that the Separation ofthofe 
two Courts would be followed by a new Union he-- 
tween France avd vSpain more formidable to Us than 
That, which We had diffoh'd. 

We were told, indeed, *f that if Spain pould 
prefume to break the Bounds of Power in Italy, there 
ate formidable Princes will rife in Oppojhisn ; pr^ 
haps ovK SELVES. But to This it was anfwcr'd, 
that belides the ridiculous Employment of bcing^ 
always doifi^ and undoings France might recover 
io much Strength, and the Emperor be fo far re- 
duced by thefe Meafures^ that it woqld not be in 
our Powex to fct Matters upon their right Foot 
again. Upon this Suppofition, one of the Writers 
on the Country Side made the following Obfcrvati- 
on, which dcfcrves particular Attention at this 
Time. 

ff " If the whole Weight of national Ven- 
^' geance is ever to fall, it ought furely to crulK 
^' Thofe^ who precipitate their Country, by a long^ 
<^ Series of Blunders and Miftakcs, into fuch a 
^^ terrible Dilemma^ that We cannot oblcrve our 
" Treaties^ without being expofcd to fight againft 

our 
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** our general tnterejlsy and without finding, when 
*^ We return to them, that the Weakuefs of our 
^* jilUes and the Strength of our Enemies are the 
" Works of 6{xr' own Hands. 

I believe This will be thought fufficient to ex- 
plain the Reafonings on both Sidesy concerning the 
Introdudion of Spanijb Garrifons into Italy^ \ 
which made one of the principal Stipulations of the 
fjew Treaty^ as the Obfervator very frankly acknow- 
ledged. But it was natural to enquire what Terms 
We had obtained for ourfelves, in Return for fuch 
valuable Obligations on the Court of Spain. 

To fatisiy this juft Expedation, We were aflu- 
rcd by the Obfervator * " that our Pojfejfions 
^^ abroad were fecured to us, beyond all Poffibi- 
** lity of Doubt, or Cavil; that all our Privileges 
** and Advantages in Commerce were re-eftablilhed 
*^ upon the Foot of former Treaties ; and that 
^^ immediate Reparation was ftipulatcd to our 
^* Merchants for all the Damages They had fuf- 
^^ fer'd at any Time, contrary to the i reaties of 
^' Utrecht J or any other Treaties, which (ubliftcd 
*^ between England and Spain to that very Day. 

But the Writers on the other Side could not find 
any Articles, or Words in the Treaty^ which could 
be fairly interpreted fo as to juftify thefc AiTuran- 
ces, or to defervc thofe Encomiums, which were 
beftowed upon it. 

They obferved that the Spaniards were fo far 
from having renounced their Pretenfions to Gib-' 
raltary or recognized our Right to the Pofleffion of 
it, that it is not fo much as mentioned through 
the whole Treaty ; and it hath been fince con- 
fcfs'd by an honourable Gentleman^ in an high Sta- 
tion, *f that if We had offered to nuntton any

fjbh^ about Gibraltar, the Spaniai'ds wmild h^^ 
htoke off^ all farther Negotiatiom. Wc were likc- 
tvife told by one of his AdkiocateSy thdt Gibraltar 
^as an old Sorey and that our Miniftcrs were de^ 
Jirous to touch it tenderly ; That is, the Court of 
Spain would not admit of any Words in the Treaty y ' 
\vhlch would annihilate their Prctcnfions, and did 
tiot defign to include our Poflcffion of that Place in 
their general Guaranty of ^// his Majefiy's Kingdoms ^ 
States and Dominions^ How therefore could it be 
faid with Truth, as the Obfervator afErm'd, that 
We had a "very full Acknowledgment ^ on the Part 
vf Spain, vf our Right to Gibraltar and the I/land 
Kf Minorca ; or that thofe Poflcffiofis were Jecurei 
to us^ beyond all Ppfjihility of Doubt y (fr Cavil ^ 
when We had obtained no other Security foif 
Them, than what was before complained of in the 
PreliminaHeSy the Convention of the Pardoy and 
the Pravi/tonal ^Treaty ? I mean, a Cpiifirmation of 
all ftrtner TreatieSy and coiifeqticntly That of Ma^ 
drid id the Yeat 1721, upon which the Spaniards 
ground their Claim tothe KeftitutiOTofG/Z'r^//^irP 
They likewife apprehended that the Provifions 
fttade in this Treaty for the future Security of our 
Con^irciy and Reparation to out Merchants for 
their paft Suficrings, would prove ineficduaU 
Thefc Provifions were, that * Commiffaries Ihould 
be appointed on the Part of their Britannick and 
Catbolick Majcfties, who lliould aflemblc at the 
Court ofSpaWy to examine and decide all Difie^ 
renccs upon thefe Heads ; with an cxprcfs Stipu* 
htiony that Theyjhould punBually Jinifb their ConH- 
jtiiffion within the Space of three Y ears fyom the 
Day "of figning the prefent Treaty y without aiiy fat^ 
ther Ddayj on any Motivey or Pretext whatever. 

It 
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\t wlas ^prchehded, I fay, on the Oouxity Sidif 
that thcfc Provilions would be very liaWc to Eva*- 
fion, by the Dijtanct vfPlacCy where the CommiJpH 
rUs were to meet^ the Length of Titne^ allowed £bt 
this Jjkiquiiy, and the feveral roints, of which it 
was to connft ; particularly * ^' the Pretcnfions of 
^ his Catholkk Majejiy to the Rcftitution of the 
^^ Ships taken in the Meditertanean^ in the Yeat 
^* 1 71 8; an Article, which may be {o call up by 
** the Spanijh 0>mmiffarhs as to overballance the 
** Account of the Britijb Merchants, by feveral 
^ hundred thoufand Pounds. 

On ^ci^ber Side it was aflcrted, that ^^ f the 
** Reftitution of our Loflcs finccjum 1727 was 
^^ to be immediate ^nd fort hwithy^ well as theln- 
" trodudion of the Spanip Garrifimw^s to be 
** without Lofs of Time ; and that the Affair of 
^ the Merchants flood prior in the Titj^ty to 
^^ the Tufcan Jffairy and, fo far as it was to be 
<* without Lofs oj Time^ muft have the Preference j 
<^ nay, if it was not performed immediately^ no^ 
*' thing was obliged to he done in Favour of Do» 
<< Garhs.^ 

Indeed, it wais reafonable enough to exped that 
the Spaniards Ihould have been obliged to make 
our Merchants Reparation for their Loflcs, befbrb 
We gratify'd Them in fo favourite a Point as the 
Introdudion of Don Carlos, But though the Ar- 
ticle of Reparation happened to ftand prior in the 
Treaty to the fUfcan Affair^ as this Writer molt 
fagely obferved, yet the Adjudication of the /or- 
fner being left to Commijffariesj who had three fears 
allowed to finilh their Enquiry, and the latter be- 
ing to be cflcikuated without Lofs of TimSy It 

wa^ 
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Wail eafy to perceive which would have the Pfc* 
icrcncc ; and This furniihed one Objcdion, of no 
fmall Weight, againft the Itre^ay itfclf } in which 
^ " We Icem^d to make jaft fuch a Bargain^ as 
*' We made in the J^adruple AlPjfance ; when Wc 
^* put Sicily J and dl that the Emperor had to cx- 
*' pcdt from our FtienS/bipj bto his Hands imino- 
*^ diately ; although the reciprocal Part, to be per- 
^^ formed by Him^ was to be a Work of Time ; 
*^ and although We had not received Satisfadion 
*^ from Him in fame Points^ about whic^ Wc were 
*^ extremely follicitous. 

Thefe Kcafomngs without Doors, coticcming 
the Treaty of Sevilhy had likewife the Honour to 
be ftrengthcned by the Arguments of feyeral no- 
ble Lords and Gentlemen of great Diftindion, 
within Doors; particularly to the M>ufe &f Peersy 
where the following Motions were made ; viz. 
DieMaftis vj Jem. 1729. 

Moved to refolvc * ^' that the Agirement in 
*' the Treaty of Sevilk to c&<9:uate the Introduc- 
^^ ticxi c^Spanip Troops into Tufcany and Parma^

" to deftroy the Ballance of Power in Europe. 

" After Debate^ the J^ejtiov was, pat upon the 
^^ faid M)tiony and it i^as fefilved in t^^ Negative. 

Moved to rcfolve " that our Right of Sovo- 
^ reignty. Dominion, Pofleffion and Propriety to 
'^ Gibraltar^ and the Ifland oiMinorcay is not at 
*' certain'd by the Treaty of Seville^ fo as to cx- 
" tinguifli the Claims and Pretenfions fet up by 
** the Spaniards^ which were followed by an ac- 
^ ^ ^^ tual 
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^ tual Sicgcj. fince the Gefficn of thofc valuable 
^ Places by the Treaty of Utrecht. 

** j4fter Debate^ the J^sej^ion was put thereon^ 
^ and nfohed in the ^c^'mwc. 

Moved to refolve ^^ that the Stipulations in the 
" Treaty of Sevilky for repairing the Loflcs of 
^ bur JmrchantSy are infufficieiit and precarious, 

*^ After Dekatey the J^ejfiou was put thereupon^ 
^^ and it' was rejhhed in the Negative. 

Then it was propofed, by Ibmc ether Lords y to 
tefolvc ^'that the Treaty of Peace, Union and 
** Friendihip, concluded at Seville the pth of N(h 
^ vember laft-, doth contain all neceffary Stipula- 
*^ tions for maintaining and ftcuring^ the Honouty 
^ Dignity y Rights^ and. PoffiJJions cf the Crown ^ 
^* and* that all due Care is taken therein for the 
^* Support, of the ^rade of the Kingdom, and for 
^^ repairing the Loffes fijffcred by the Merchants^ 

^^ After Debate y the \^eJlion was put thereupony 
^^ and it was refolved' in the Affirmative; upon 
^ which federal Lords entered'their^VrotcA againji 
^ it y with their R^fdns at large y which deferve par^ 
^* ticular Notice at this Time. 

I. fhall now proceed, according to the Method 
propofed, to a few Ihort Remark on the Effcfts 
of ibis Treaty. 

In the firft Place, it is obfervable that his Impe^ 
rial Mitjejiy was fo far from looking on the In* 
trodiidion of *yjp^»//& Ganifons into Tufcany and 
Parma as a trifling Variation from the J^iadruple 
Allyancey according to the Dodrine of the Q)uri 
Writersy that He refentcd both the Matter and the 
Manner of it in the ftrongeft Terms, as a down- 
right InfraStion of TreatieSj derogatory to his i!/c?- 
pouTy ai)d injurious to his /»/#rg/?jr, as well as the 
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Bightt of the Empire. He ordered his A^fiijfert 
at ieveral Courts to fempnflrate againil it asiuch;, 
and fcnt ^ f. Ommijforial Decree, to the Diet, at 
Batishoh*^ in which, having vindicated his own 
Copdud to the States of the Empirey there alicm- 
Wed, with Relation to Voft Carlos^ He Ipcaks of 
the prefent Stipulation in the following Manner. — 
^^ But contrary to aU Expectation, a particular 
^ Treaty hath beeji concluded at SevWey between 
*^ the Crowns of Staw^ Framey and (Sreat Britain ; 
*♦ the pth and fubtequent Artidcs of which (relon, 
^' ting to the Spanifti GarrifonsJ cannot but raife 
^* the highcfl indignation; becaufe the mofteflea-* 
** tial IJands of human Society are therein brokco, 
*^ and if&rijlian Powers pretend thus to diipofe 
*^ of the Eftates of third P^fonsy all Confidence 
" and good Faith ought to be banifhed out of 
^^ the World, Befides, They have no Regard to 
^ former Trf^atieSy nor to the lafl Prelimnary Ar^ 
^ titles J which were acknowledged by htb Parties 
^^ as the Groundwork of the Negotiations &r the 
^' general Peace^ and as the only Cppnterpoifc to 
^' an exorbitant Power, that was deflgn'd to be c*. 
^^ reded in Europe, They have* no Attention to the 
^' ^c5j of G«^r^^^, that have been delivered^ They. 
<* difpolc of the Rights and Territories of theJEw^' 
*^ pire as They plcafc, even in the Life-time of 
" the lawful Pojeffors. They fet fo little a Valiae, 
^^ upon the pmperor and Empirey that They would 
^' not fo mwch as ask their Confent in an Af6ir, 
" that was properly their own, though y?/^ib Confent 
*^ was made ncceflary by the AUyance ot London^ 
^^ — If therefore y?<^)& Condt0 takes Place, ^d the* . 
^^ new Allies perlifl therein. We Ihall hereafter fee 
^* Might overcome Righty and Engagements tram-

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^ pled m \t Plcafttte j and whatever the mw SUfS 
^Ihall judge to be moft convcfYient will always be 
** moftjuft, without any Regard to Thivgs^ or 
** Perfms, 

His Imperial Majejly Ukewiic reprefents to the 
^Sermanick B^dy^ ^s a Merit to Jllmfclf, * '* that 
^ the Fear of being abandon'd by his Ally, the 
'^^ Ki^g of *y/)^/;7^ was not capable of making Him 
** ,t?ke the leaft Step^ that cguld prciqdicc kisDig-- 
*^ nity^ ^d That ot the ^mpirc. 
' The Court of Vienna did not content Thenj- 
tclyes, like fonje other Politiciam^ with flaewing 
Hieir Refcntments In Wor4f Jin4 Jppearatices only'; 
but adlually pour'd a large Army into Italy with 
Orders i^o oppqk the ^^xeqution of the Treaty y gn(i 
Jbunci Mean? to maint^ T!iem there all the fol- 
lowing Symraer^ nptwithftanding the Sq^geftionj 
of the Couri^Partyj and the wjlp Precautions Wc 
toojc^ by an \ J^ of parli^meiity to prevent thp 
SuUe^s of this Kjbgdom from leqding Him ^^ 
Money/ . . 

When the Allies oi Seville found the Emperor in 
Eam«ft, and fully determined to ftand upon hi^ 
DcfeijcQ, They hc^n to. halt and be^t a P^rlej\ 
The C^bipcts of Europe wrre aegia employed iq 
fratping Expediients j Couriers were cpntiqqally paC- 
fing from Court to Court j and the publick Prints 
amused us with nothing but new Pl^ns, or new Re- 
ports of Accommodation; whilft a large Fleet Uy 
In the Rpad of Barcehmy ftnd a numerous Body 
of l^and Forces were aflembled on the neighbour- 
ing Cogfts, ready to embark upon the firft Notice 
for the intended Expedition. }}ut his Imperial Ma^ 
\ G jj^ 
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j^^ having rejcdcd all the Propofitions made ta 
film, for acceding to the Treaty of Sevitle^ and 
fecming determined to abide Extremities, rather 
than confent to their Meafures; that Summer wore 
out in Negotiation onjy^- and the. Spantfb Armada 
retired to their Harbours, without any A6iiotv 
like our Fleet at Spitheady the Year before. 

The Introdudion of Don Carlos mth Spanifi 
Twops into Italy being thus protraftedj thcPcr*^ 
fbrmance of the Articles, in our Favour, was like* 
wife fulpcnded. The Spaniards not only conti- 
nued the Blockade of Gihr altar ^ in the m'oft ri^ 
gorous Manner, fo as to cut ofi*alI Commumcatioii 
with the Countr)^; but likewile projcdlcd Ibmc f/rztf 
Works lor annoying our Ships in fhe Bay, which 
have been fincc finilhed. Tnftcad of making our 
Merchants any immedidte Reparation^ by Virtue of 
'that Priority in the Treaty, which the Ourt^Wri^ 
ters di (covered. They did not To much asnomi* 
naic CommiJ/arJeSj on their Part, for adjuftirig thofe 
Lofles; and feem'd to think Themfclves free froni 
all Engagements towards U9, till the Stipulations^ 
in Favour of Don Carlos^ were cffWlually put b 
Executiori. 

Thus did Aflairs continue in a doubtful Situa- 
Hon between Peace and Wary as They had contf* 
nued for feveral Years paft, till the Seafoh of Par* 
liament in Great Britain came round again ; That 
is, till the Beginning of the Year 1731 ; about 
which Time, a private Negotiation at Vienn0y be«^ 
tween Great Britain and the Emperor^ began to 
get Air, and was firft hinted to the Publick in 
the famou* Hague Letter, printed in the 
* Craftfmif)*^ which, having fince received a j^^/- 
tial Cenfure'y I am not ' at Liberty to quote, tho' 

it 
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It would be of great Ufc to my prefent Purpofc; 
but as it wias chiefly built on the 4th Article bi 
Ac Hanover Treaty^ and the bad Confequcnces, 
which might attend any Breach of it, I muft con- 
tent my lelf with laying that Artkk before the 
Reader. It runs in the following Terms, viz. 
' f " And as the faid three moft ftrem Kings are 
^* are relblved to bind more and more dofeiy the 
. ^ ftrid Union, that fubfifts amongft Them, by all 
^ poffiWe Tokens of good Faith^ and mutual Con^^ 
^^ fidence^ They have reciprocally agreed, not only

In lefe than three Months after the Hague Let-^ 
tcr was publiihed, a Treaty of Peace and AUyancc 
was a&uatty concluded ^t Vienna between the JEw- 
peror and the King of Great Britain^ in which the 
States General were likewife included ; but neither 
Franccy nor Spain were fo much as mentioned in 
k ; which fcem'd to be fomcwhat. extraordinary 
as to the latter^ at teaft, fince the Introdudion of 
Spanijh Garrifons into Italy^ with the Empero/s' 
Confent, mlde one of the principal Stipulations ot 
this new Treaty ; nay, what is ftitlmore furprixing, 
k was with extreme Difficulty that They were 
broujght into it at laft, and even then not without 
infifting on feveral Alterations in th<? jd^ 4f j^b-^ 
G ^ bation ;

Nay, They cxprcfs'd foc;h ;a Refentment bbthr 
againft the ^tmtf icfelf, and the Manner of mcg^ 
tiating it, that We apprehended nothing lefs thai^ 
an itPvaSon from D^nkirkyV^hcrc ibme Troops 
were ai&mbled. This ilruck tis, all cfn ^Suddto, 
with iuch a Terror^ that the Goafis of Xw/ wcrtf 
immediately covered with Regiments of Horic, 
f oot, ^nd Dragoons, who were QvdcM to iharch 
thither, with the utmoft I^cipitatkxl, frcmi a8 
Parts of the Kingdom : and the FlUdudtioik, which 
inch an Alarm natuVaily oceaillon'd in Oinr €tockSy 
afiorded the. CaterpiUats <£t3^JU^ a p{ent^ 
Harveft. .

. Don Carlds bemg thus eftablifhed in his new 
Dominions, to the Satisfa&ion .of their. Catholick 
Majejiies^ and at our Expcnce, die mimfitrial Wri^ 
tQYs began to raife their Crcfts again, and pro- 
mifed us all, that our Hearts could with from thc^ 
Court o£Spainy in Return for fuch high Obliga- 
tions* ——But before I proceed to thcEffcdbof- 
thefe Tranf^ons, I muft make a few Remarks 
on another Article pf the Vienna Treaty. . ^ 

For as the Emperor confcnted to this Intcodoc- 
don oiSpatjip Garrifons mto Tufiany and Parma^ 
which He feem-d fo refolutely determined to oppofe . 
with all his Might l/ut a Year before; it muft. be 
concluded, that H^ likewifc obtained. Ibme favou-^ 
rite Point for Himfclf • and That vf^ oar Guaranty 
of tbe Vkaghatick Sanction; the very Point, 
which was mark'd out and foretold by the Country 
Writers as the only Term, upon which Wc ihould 
he able to purchafe. the AccciEon of his /ifwpcr/W 
Majt^y to the Treaty of Smile;, This was juft 
hinted at before ; but I muft now beg JLiCaveto 
cite the P.ajfage at large, with the Jutbcr's Sendi- 
roents ujipn fuch an Expedient 

f " But ,it will be (aid, bcrhaps, that We are

^' peror ; that our wife Hdinijlers . have a Rcfcrvc

TICK Sanction. But fincc the ViciJ^tude of b$H 
man Affairs ^ the FluSuation of Power ^ and thc/?i^ 
HMiution if Politicks have brought thefe Things to 
pais, I leave ih^ Gentleman to determine, in hia 
own Breaft, whether He is not now effeSiaally given 
up in every material Article, which He either af^ 
fertedj or juftify*4 in then Booh I am willing to be- 
lieve Him a Man of great Sincerity ^Md that lie v/a 
led into Error mecrly through Af^finformation ; but 
fincc bis Book wasfet fq(rthby Authority, as a Sort 
of political Canon J which the People were to re- 
ceive for their Rule of Faitb^ and hath been made 
the Foundation of all our Difputcs, for fcvcral Years 
together, it ccrtairiy behoves Him to review it 
once more^ and compare it with our late MeaJureSy 
ss becomes a candid Writer and a Lover of Trutb.^-^ 
But This is only by Way of Digreflion. Let us 
now proceed to odier Mattcxs, according to the 
Method laid down.

Guipping another Armament^ the very next Spring, 
;teemy to give our Minifters fuch an Alarm, that 
a Fleet was fitted out here likewife in a great 
Hurry, and rendezvouz'd at the iVw, where it 
continued for fomc Time^ under the G>mmand of 
Sir Otorge Waltsn. This, I fay, feera'i to inti- 
mate that our Ckiurt had fome Jcaloufy of the Do- 
fign of the Spaniards ; for as foon as certain Intel- 
ligence arrived that They were landed near Oran^ 
. the Admiral was ordered to ftrike his Flag, and 
the Ships return^ to their Harbours. 

Immediately after This, the minijterial Prejl 

was delivered of another Pamphlet, btidcd * the 

natural Probability &f a lajling Peace in Europe ; 

. from whence it is ncceflaryto quote a fcwPaflagcs. 

He begins with telling us that 'f^ " We enjoy at 
^ prefent the meft peffe£i^ miiverfal and efiabli&i 
*' tranquility. We behold not only Great Erttcnn 
'* at Peace, and on the moft amicable Terms widi 
** all her Neighbours^ but all her Neighbours arc 
*^ at the fame Time difpofed in the ftrongeft Mao- 
*^ ner to live well with each other. Wc arc not 
^ only happy in a good Underftandbg with other 
^^ Nations^ but thofe Nations likewife are with- 
** out Quarrels and Dilputes a^nmg ^emfehes ; fa 
*' that as We have no Proiped of War, or Con- 
*^ tention, by Differences of our own :^ neither arc 
<^ We likely to be drawn into Danger by the D//^ 
<^ agreements y the Ruptures^ or Commotions ef ethers. 

This, one would think, was fufficient in all Coo- 
fcience ; but He explabs our Happinefs more par- 
ticularhrin the next Paragraph.

*^ fo powerfully dilpofed to live peaceably within 
*^ Themfekesj and fo very far from being either 
** interefted, or inclined to make Encroachments on 
^^ their Neighbours, that We may indulge all thofe 
^ Pleafures, which good Minds are capable of 
^^ conceiving on fo agreeable a Profpeff ; fince no 
*^ Seafon ever beheld a Peace more univerfal, nor 
*^ did any Gonjunfture of Affairs ever promife a 
^* Peace more efiabliftfd and lajiing. 

Some Remarks upon this Piece were immedi- 
ately publiihed in the f Craftfman j particularly on 
the New Plan of Power, lb highly extolled in 
the foregoing Paragraph.

Whether fhe could take a more probable Method of 

f ratifying her farther Views y than by uniting with 
RANGE, on a proper Opportunity r But I aiq 

alhamed to comment any farther on a Ptefe^ whidi 
appeared abfurd enough of itfelf, when it was firft 
publiihed, and hath been lately ridicurd in fo * 
handfome a Manner. I Ihall therefore clofe this 
Head with an Obfervation or two, which natu- 
rally refult from the State of the Cafe. 

The precedent Tranfadions are fufficient to 
teach us how neceflary it is for Minifiers and 
Gm)ernots of Kingdoms ^ which have any main In- 
terejl at Stake, or any great Point at Heart, 
to keep itconftantly in View, and to purfue it 
with inflexible Refolution. By thcfe Means, Wc 
fee, the Court of Spain hath at length effeduatcd 
the Succeffion of Don Carlos to the Tufcan Domi^ 
fjions through infinite Obftacles; and, ifWc may 
believe the minijierial Writers^ againft the Interem 
and Inclinations of all the Powers in Europe. By 
jthe fame Means, his Imperial Majeffy hath, in a 
Manner, extorted our Guaranty of the Pragmatick 
San£iipnj which his late andf his prefent Majejiy 
f bought fit to refufe fo long. I fincerely wifh that 
I had any Opportunity of congratulating my own 
Country on the fame happy Ifliie of our Negoti- 
ations, with Reipedtto thole effentialPointSj about 
which We have been contending for fo many Years, 
and at fo much Expence; but though the fame 
Alfiduity hath, no Doubt, been employed, and the 
' ^ ^..-.i^ fame 
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fitmc conftant, invariable Regard hath been paid to 

our IntereftSy it does not yet appear that They 

have been crown'd with the fame Succeis, It is 

true, indeed, that his Imperial Majefty hath at 

length confcntcd to abolilh the Oftena Companyy 

and all Trade to the Eaft Indies from the Auftrian 

Netherlands ; but This hath been confcfs d, on 

hotb Sidesj to be the leajl material Article^ with 

Regard to Us :^ and every Body knows that it 

might have been effe6tually fupprcfs'd at firft for a 

Trifle not worth mentioning, in Comparifon to 

thofe immenfe Sums, which it hath fince coft us. 

Befides, I obfcrved before that the Buftle Wc 

have made about this Trade hath fct almoft every 

Nation upon Schemes of the fame Kind:, and that 

even the Emperor Himfelf is now purfuing a Plan 

for carrying it on in fomc other Part of the World, 

not prohibited by Treaty. Our principal Points 

Aei^ore arc the undifturb'd Poflcffion of G/- 

hraltar and the Ifland of Minorca^ the Freedom 

q£ Commerce j and Reparation to our plundered Mtr^* 

chants. As to the Jirjl^ I cannot poffibly conceive 

how our Right to the Poffiffion of thefe Places can 

bcfaidto be effcdually afcertain'd and fccur'd^ 

when the very Treaty ^ upon which the Spaniards 

ground their Pretenjions to them, b recalled and 

confirmed m all the fubfequetjt Treaties ^ by which 

We arc told They have renounced thofe Pretenji'- 

ons ; cfpecially, when it is farther confider'd that 

They have conftantly refufed to renounce Them 

fpecificallyy and have even given us the moft ocular 

l)cmonfl:ration of their Intentions, by eredmg 

Forts and other military Works to annoy our Gar- 

rifon, as well as our Ships m the Bay. The Frecm 

dom of Commerce and Reparation to our Merchants 

arc fo dofely mterwoven together, that they rndty 

be properly confider^d tinder on$ Head\ and what 

hath 
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hath been done upon This? Why, the Time UmU 
ted by the Treaty of Sevilky for the Examinati* 
on andDccifion oithatAffalfy expired without any 
Thing being fcttkd. Another Term of fi&r^^Tir^rj 
was then agreed upon; above one Tear of which 13 
already lapfcd, and I do not hear that the Met^ 
chants have yet received any Satisfadion. But as 
the CommiJfarieSy on our Part, are now returned, 
and the Parliament is juft upon the Point of meet- 
ing, We fhall foon know what They have done j 
and I heartily wilh that a certain Gcntleniaffs Prcr 
diftion in the Houfe of Commons ^'vfhcn the Treaty 
of Seville came firft under Deliberation there, may 
not bevcrify'd; viz, that the Execution ©/"this 
Commiflion would cofi the Nation more than the 

iVIerchants would ever get by it. If therefore 

We have not cffedhially infifted on either of thefc 
ffreat Point Sy whilft the deareft Inter eft of Spain ro- 
main'd in Sufpence, and muft have remained fo 
without our AlMance ; how can We expeft to ob* 
tain them, when We have given that Pledge out of 
our own Hands, and Sfain itands no Icxiger in 
NecSofUs? 

But it will be faid, perhaps, (nay, it hath been 
faid in Efied: dready) that We could not pur- 
chafe Peace at too dear a Rate, as our Circumftan- 
ces then flood; and that We had better yield 
to any Terms than plunge the Nation into a 
War. If This was our Cafe, I fhould be glad to 
laiow why the fame Confiderations did notprevail 
long before; for if We had undertaken to eficduate 
the Introdu6kion ot Don Carlos with Spanijb Gar- 
rifons bto Italy ^ at the Conerefs oiCamhray^ in- 
ftead of oppofing it with to much Vigour, the 
Court of Spain would have had no Occafion to 
throw Thcmfelvcs into the Arms of the Emperor^ 
and if We had been happy enough, at the iame 

Time, 
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Hine, to difcover that the Guaranty rf the Pra^ 
tnatick SanQion waa only ^ Bugbear, dut fiightead 
us withput any Reafotii there is no Rx)oin to fujv 
pole that the Emperor would not have comd^'d 
with the Demands of the Spaniards^ upon that don-' 
ditiony as readily as He hath done mice. In thb 
Caie^ I fay. Great Britain would not only have 
(aved an imbite Sixpence in (ending out to many 
naval Armaments to all Parts of the World, keep- 
ing up foreign Armies j and paymg foreign Subfr- 
dies J with all their necejfary Concomitants at home ; 
but might likewife have carried on her Commerce 
without Interruption, or fucha continued Series of 
Depredationsy as our Merchants have fufiet^d for 
many Years paiL Nay, if our Minivers had hap- 
pened to make all theft wife Dilcovenes at the Con- 
grefe ofSoij^nSy or even when the Treaty of Seville 
was in Agitation, We might have avoided fbme 
Part of thdc Expenccs and Calamities ; for it is 
dire^lyfaid m me Anfwerto the Imperial t)ecre0 
agaioft that Treaty y publifhed ztRatisbony and £iid 
to be written by the French Mnifiery * " that 
^ the Court of Vitnna did, in foroe Meafure, put 
^ the Allies of Hanover m the Way of the Nego- 
" tiation, which now fills Them with Indignation 
^ and l^elcntpient ; and that nothbg hath been 
" done^ but what the Emperor was very ready to 
^^ do Himiel£ had certain Conditions, eUen- 
^ tial to the Interefts of 91s House, been com- 
^ pi/d with. 

But ppr greateft Misfortune is, that the very 
Meafures \Ve choie to take, fi>r obtaming a lafl^ 
ing Peacey arc likcjy to mvolve us in a general War ; 
ai^, what is ftill worfe, after We have fpcnt io 
fnany MUions of Money y furred fo many gne« 

I vous 
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vpiis Loflcs fa our 'Tradcj an4 made fiich Jarg^ ■ 
Conceffions^ fa order to avoid in This is what the ^ 
Country Party have long ago foretold^ and I art} '* 
heartily forry to find their Prcdiftions £b nearly f 
accompliih'd ; for it appears very plafaly, from rfic ? 
foregoing Dedudion, to what Caufes tne prefent ^ 
Cbnlmotions in jE«r«>fe are really owfaff; I meaq * 
to the Treaty of Seville^ which opened a Way for \ 
the Spaniards into Ttafyy 2nd to the laft Treaty of 
rfwf;^ which complcated the Union between JRr^wfrf 
arid Spain y as the of her laid a Foundation for it^ 
by Icparating Spain from the Emperor. 

Ho^y ridiculous therefore is it to argue, as fbme. 
Men do, that the prefent War in Europe was occa- 
fioned meerly by the accidental Death of the late 
King of Poland^ which no human Wifdom could 
fbrefte? It may be faid, indeed, that the Demife 
of that Prince was the immediate Occafion of the 
Flame's burfting out; but the combuilible Matter 
was laid long before, and the leail Spark was fut- 
fident to fct Fire to the Train, The Vacancy of 
the Throne of Poland happened to come firft in 
the Way; but any other Accident in J^urope would 
hav« had juft the fame ldffc&. 

'The Court of Vienna was fo far from imputing 
tbt prefent War to the Death of Augufius^ that They 
fdprelcnted the * ^^ PcJifb Ekiaion 2s m Handle 
^ only for putting ihoje Dejigns in Execution, 
*^ which France had iheditated long before the 
^* Throne of Poland became vacant, 

Befides, it ought to be confidcred that although 
the particular Year, Month, or Day, on which 
King Augufius would die, could not be forefecn ; 
yet It is well known that He v^3^-^d?ove threefcor^ 
Tiars of Age^ and m a very injirm State of Health.

I know it will be laid, (as it hath been faid be* 
6rc, upon other Oo^ons) diat f^be judgment 
from the Event of Things murl^ is not the Judg-- 
fnent of Reason; I grant that it is not meerly fo.; 
cipcaalljr when We fpeak of fortuitous Events^ 
n^rhich (jod only can forclee ; though the Court Par* 
ty have often founded thdr Triumphs upon fucb 
Accidents ; and I will venture to affirm that no 
Men were ever more lucky in that Particular. 
But the Boents We fpeak of, at prefent, are only 
fuch as flow. from natural Caufes ; in the Fore* 
fight of which all political Wifdpm confifts. I be« 
lievc the Gentlemen on the Country Side do not 
pretend to any fupernatural Light^ or Gifts ofDi^ 
vination j andf yet That muft be the Cafe, if all 
the KventSy which They have foretold, are meert]^ 
accidental. If They had judged right upon one or 
two Points only, it might have been imputed to 
Guefs-worky or Chance ; but to be juftificd in their 
Opinion of publick TranladJons, for leven or eight 
Years together, by the Confequcnccs of them, 
in almoft every Particular, is certain!}^ owing to 
fomcthing more than a mcer Ron of Ltuky m^ 
can proceed from nothmg but a riidit Judgment o^ 
Caufis md EffiBs,

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But it may be (aid agam, of whatUfe is it, at 
prtfent, to tell us that cm Set of Gentlemen had 
more Sagacity and Forefight than another? The 
Events of our late Tranfaoions are now vifible to 
every Body ; the Nation is in Danger ; and what 
is to be done ? This, indeed, is a proper Quefiioa ; 
but the AnAver is not fo ealy. Tmngs fcem to 
be brought to fuch a Pafs, that I wiflx it nrwjr 
not puzzle the aUeft Heads in England to extri- 
cate us with Honour out of that JUibyrinth ofEn^ 
gagements^ in which We are unhappily involved. 
We find ourfelvcs obliged, by feveral ^reaties^ 
to aflift the Emperor^ if He ihould be attacked; 
and it is faid that We have been already caB'a 
upon to perform thefe Engagements. 

By the Treaty of Sevilhj We are ty'd down, 
in the ftrongeft Manner, to iecure Don Carlos in 
the Poileilion of his Italian Dominions for every 
againJI all Events. His CathoJick Majefty al- 
liules very plainly to this Engagement in his late 
complaifant Memorial to the iGbg of Great Bri'- 
tain ; where He acknowledges the generous Party 
which his Majefty hath adke^ with Regard to Don 
Carlos. 

And if it ftouU be true, as a Rumour flies a- 
bout, that the Plan of Operations, which the 
Freneb are now purfuing in Italjiy was firft dialled 
out by Us, b Cafe the Emperor fhould not make 
good his Engagc^fients to Spain ^ what Part can 
.We poffibly take in thefe DifptfteSy widiout wound- 
ing our Honour, or betraying our Intereft ? 

If it ihould be likewife true, as I have heard it 
whilper^d, that We promised France our Affiftance, 
about four Tears agOy to reftore King Stanifiaus to 
the Throne ofPolandy wheoever Jugtijtus ihould 
dye, and that our Mnijier was even wdei'd to co- 
operate with thcFrembMniJIer forthat Purpolc; 

if 
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if This, Ilay, is true, and Wc ibould have ilncc 
given the Emperor any Encouragement to oppofe 
riic E3c6tian df that Prindy how are We to a& 
upon the [M:e(cnt Occafion? 

In fhort, whichever Way We turn ourfelves, or 
whatever Side We take, ii We take any, We fliall 
not only involve our felves in a dangerous and ex- 
peniive War, but fikewife incur tre Reproach and 
Rcfentment of one Side^ or the other ; fince hotb 
of Them think Thcrrifclves intitled to our AlB* 
fiance. 

IfJ to avcHd thcfe IXfficulties, We chufe a State 
of iAfolute Neutrality y and leave the o^^te Potxh 
ers to dilute their own Quarrel among Thcm- 
felves, the Confequence may be fatal to Europe j 
and at length involve C/> in the common Calamity. 

The Queftion therefore recurs, ivhat is to be 
done ? — Or is any Jibing to be done ?— Ought We 
to involve our fclves b a Wary in which We have 
no partieular Interefi concerned ?— Or fliall Wc 
fit down in Quiet, and run die Hazard of feeing 
Europe become a Prey to the Arms of the Conaue^ 
for? '""•^For my Part, I cannot pretend to anhver 
theie Queftions ; and the prefent Situation of Af- 
£urs is furrounded with fo many Difficulties on 
everv Side, that I believe the wifcft Man in £«|f- 
JanJy as I faid before, would be at a ho& to judge 
what is mc^ expedient inyi^l^ a Crifis. But one 
Thing ieems to be verv obvious ; that thofe Per'^ 
finsy who have iatan^ed us in the frefent Difi- 
cahiesy are the moft unlikely to worfc us out of 
them ag^ ; for how can f%ey fpcak to foreiin 
Courts with thsst Dignity and Authority y which arc 
necefl^y upon (ucfa an Occafion, when They have 
already dealt with everyone of Them^ and difcK 
blig'd Them all in their Turns ? It is not thcre- 
£>rc furpriaing to hear fucb Mencfym% out for 

Help, 
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Helfu or tD ice Them ready to catch at anv Wnti 
in oraer to jufUfy their ibture Mdtfures by the^ 
Sendmcnts and CharaSera of Sibofey whom They 
a£(9b to defpifc. 

, When the Ship is really m Danger^ all Hand« 
muft be at Work; and every Man will naturally 
endeavour, for his own Sake, to prevent her fink- 
ing; but, in the prefent Cale, it b neceflary to 
kiK>w our whole Uangety before any Gendeman will 
venture to give his Opinion upon it. There may 
be many more fecret Engagements y or Tranfa&ionSj 
than have yet come to our Knowledge ; and how 
can any Body pretend to determine what Meafurcs 
are moil proper to be taken, tiii the wbok Stat0 
ofj^ifs is fully explained ? ^ 

The nuniftefial Writers will cavil, perhaps, at 
this Condu(£t of the Country Partj/y and re|ircfene 
it as the ESed of a Rcfolution not to me the 
Government any Afliftance^ b Time of i)aneer, 
unlefi the Management oi' A^urs is put into their 
own Hands ; but furely nothing can be more ricU-* 
culous than luch an Imputation, in our prefeni Gr^ 
cumftances. Men mufl be quite drunk^ and even 
mad with the Luil of Power, to covet it on fucb 
psrms ; and therefore if any of Them fhoold be 
induced to undertake the publick Service^ it oughyC 
to be imputed to their Zeal for his Ma^eJ^s £bm 
mufy and a generous I^elign of refcuing their 
Country out of its prefent D^ulties. — ^But I have 
done ; and ihould not have made even th^ ilmt 
Remarks, had I not aocldentattv met with a 4 
Pamphlet juft publiihed ; in whioithe Juthor dil-* 
covers aQ the Marl» of Timidity^ under the D^ 
guife of hluftering Languagey and exhibits to us 

the 
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the ridiculous Image oi natural InfoUme ftruggling 
with Omfciaufnefs of Guilt. 

What I propofod waa to ftatc our Cafe, as I 
found it, with Regard to foreign Affaits ; aad to 
point out the fcvcral Gradations, by which Wc 
have been drawn bto it. How We are to be ex- 
^cated out of it, is beyond my Province, and 
mtrft be referred to the Wildom of Parliament. 

I dcfigned, indeed, to have ad^ed a State of 
cur domeflick Affairs j which have kept an equal 
Pace with Thofe alroady as I am ready to prove by 
Accounts now lying before me ; but thelc Sheets 
being already fwell'd to a much larger Compafs than 
I propofcd at firft, the fecond Part mufl: be referv^d 
for another Opportunity. 

' However, there is one Pointy which requires 
immediate G)nfidcration, under our prefentj unhappy 
Circumjiancesy and therefore muft not be intircly 
paft'd over in Silence. I mean the Navy Debt j 
which is now calculated at near two Millions^ 
and hath been chiefly contraded fince the Year 

^his 'Debt arifes by the modern Pradice of ex- 
ceeding the annual Sum granted and appropriated 
by Parfiamcnt for the Service of the Na^y in or- 
der to keep m a larger Body oi Land Forces^ and 
at the fame Time perfuade unwary People that 
the current Expences of the Tear arc kept within 
due Bounds; whereas, in Truth, Wc are every 
Year running in Debt upon that Account ; for the 
Service of the N^ being juflly more popular than 
That of the Armyy it is natural for MntfterSyViho 
have private Reajons for not railing the whole Sup^ 
plies withb the Year, to cloak all Deficiencies voh^ 
dcr ^ctnoA favourite Head. But thisPradicc is 
of very mifchievous Confequence to the Publick, 
flfld l^tb often been complained of a^ fucb in Par^ 
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tiament^ as well as from the Throne ; though hither* 
to without Rcdfcfs- 

At the latter End of Queen Anne^s Reign, the 
Parliament reprefcntcd to her Majefty, *^ that ia- 
*' creafipg the annual Expences beyond the Sup- 
^^ {dies granted is an illegal PraSlice:^ a dangerous 
*' Invafion of the Rights, of Parliament • and an 
^^ Attempt, which differs very little from levying

chufe to quote thcfe rafliges from the Reprefen-' 
tatiotty at that Time, becaufe They fcem to have 
had fo much Weight with a certain honourable 
Gentkmany that I find them tranfcribed into his 
own OUcrvatioiis on the Navy Debt^ in the Year 

At the opening of the Parliament in O^. 1721, 
(fboH after ^^i J Gentleman came bto Power) the 
late King obferved to Them, " that They could 
*' not but be (enfiblc of the ill Confequcnces, which 
^* arifc from fuch a large Debt unprovided for ; 
*^ that as long as the Navy and viSlualling Bills 
*^ are at a very high Difcount^ they do not only 
^^ dScA all other publick Credit^ but incrcafc the 
*^ Charge and Expcnce of the current Serviced — 
He farther obfcrvcs, ^^ that tbi^ Debty of all 
" others, is the moft heavy and burthenfome. 

The prefent great Debt of the Navy is thero- 
fore a Subjc<a, which fecms to require immediate 
Confideration ; and it is hoped that an e^edual 
Stop will be put to fuch Practices for the fqture. 

Neither would it be altogether improper to 
make fome Enquiries into the prefent State of our 
Shipping^ the Condition of our Stores^ and the 
Reafons of that deplorable Defertion of 6ur Sea^ 
tneny which, if not ipcedily prevented, will render 
cyen oi^r Fleet it felt of but little Ufe,

This is cQouitonly, and indeed not improperly^ 
called a Y(A9 af Otedit \ fince it repofes aq ablo* 
lute Conlidcnce in the King and his ABnifien tq 
ad at DUcrctioo, i|nd make what Demanda The^ 
j^rfeafe upon the People. I fay, therefore, that it 
IS a mod dangerous Power, and m^y be made ufe 
of to deftrov the very Being of Pof^liamentSy by 
dqK>iiting tne Purfe of the Nation m the Hands of 
tdic Crawny without any Refiriffimj or jk<wnt\ 
for though AUnifters are always ready to promife 
Accountiy yihsn They are .pleading for fych unm 
Umited GxantXy yet they arc cohftandy dcny'd, 
when caUM ipr, aa thcjmrnals of Parliament a-? 
bundandy teftify ; and ThU \» one good Reafoci 
iQt (iifpeding the Ufe of them- 

On the other Hand, all the Arguments advanced 
in Favour of tbefe GrantSy fuch as fudden Exi-r 
gtncesy unforefeen AcddentSy^d f?cret Serwicey ar? 
meer Fsllacies, to fay no wode of them, and 
inav be urged with the fame Force at all Timcsji 
?ind by every Minijiery without any Difcrimi^adpn^ 

As to the pcrfpqal Gharadcr ot the Ptinqey it
